you. I think you'd be wiser to limit 
your first large bond issue to half a 
billion." 
So half a billion it was, and suc- 


cessfully sold in America through a 
Morgan syndicate o£ 22000 banks. The 
House of Morgan became fiscal agent 
for the British government, and Ed- 
ward Stettinius (later to become a 
partner) became purchasing agent for 
all the Allies. Firms associated with 
the House naturally got their share of 
the fat contracts. 


When the United States entered the 


war, the government's titanic financial 
operations temporarily eclipsed the 
House of Morgan and all other pri- 
vately-run banks. In 1914, Morgan 
and his partnes resigned 30 director- 
ships, citing the burden of attending 
meetings and public clamor against 
them. 
The war over, and the United States 


established as the money-lender of 
the world, The House of Morgan again 
emerged. Between 1919 and 1926, it 
handled bond issues in the United 
States for Belgium, France, England, 
Italy, Switzerland, Norway, Austria, 
Germany, Japan, Australia, Chile and 
Cuba totaling a billion and a half.

Wlx>n the German reparations fell 


through, it was a

(Morgan himself, Owen D. Young, T. 
W. Lament and T. N. Perkins) which 
made the readjustment and establish, 
ed the Bank for International Settle- 
ments. 
Under Morgan leadership the in- 


fluence of exported American capital 
extended further over the Carribean, 
Central America and the Far East. 
Through Kennecott Coper, its influ- 
ence was felt in the mines of Peru 
and Chile. Into Mexico it went with 
Continental Oil's concessions. 


Other huge promotions were in the 


offing. In 1920, the W. C. Durant in- 
terest in General Motors went to 
Morgan, and Morgan partners went, 
on the G. M. board. 
The Morgan organization of 'Radio 


Corporation, only recently 
divorced 


from General Electric and Westing- 
house by court order, gave it a hold 
on the communications field, for G. E. 
controls Canadian, German and other 
European affiliates. 


Into the newer utilities field plung- 


ed the House, with organization of 
United Corporation, 
giant 
holding 


company. 
Through 
this 
company, 


Morgan is interlocked with Electric 
Bond and Share, that utility giant 
which virtually controls electric pow- 
er in 12 foreign countries, with in- 
terests in five more. Commonwealth- 
SoHthern and Niagara-Hudson power, 
dominant in south and northeast, have 
Morgan connection^ 


Other diverse interests felt the Mor- 


gan touch. Montgomery-Ward (mail 
orderh) was reorganized in 1921, and 
Johns-Manville (asbestos) in 1927.28. 
In 1929 the House entered the food 
field and organization of Standard 
Brands. In each case Morgan repre- 
sentatives remained on the board. 


In 1930, as a banker for the Van 


Sweringens, control of Missouri-Pa- 
cific was acquired through Allegheny 
Corporation, another 
huge 
holding 


company. This road, which has just 
gone into bankruptcy, borrowed $20,- 
000,000 from the R. F. C. Part of that, 
as well as part of other R. F. C. loans 
to banks, are believed to have gone 
to pay debts owed by the borrowers 
to the House of Morgan.'

Steed's Statement 


Mr. Steed's statement follows: 
"Upon assuming the office of Rep- 


resentative to which the people of 
Hcmpstend county elected me last No- 
vember I took nn oath that I would 
support the constitution of the United 
States and Slate of Arkansas and ren- 
der honest nnd conscientious service 
to the people of this state to the best 
of my ability. 


"In the regular session of the Leg- 


islature just past my record speaks 
for itself. I have no apologies to make 
to anyone. Personally. I om dry. 


"fiut I;nm .from the sole of my foot 


. to' tlftrWfc Wii •of, my head a 0emocjt»fc 
nnd believe in the right of the major- 
ity of the citi/cns of the State of Ar- 
kansas 
to govern themselves. The 


question of litiuor in Arkansas is so 
boiling hot and sentiment on this sub- 
ject is running so high that many men 
in public office arc giving the thing 
a wide berth with plenty of clearance 
to be used in case of a back-fire. 


"I neither affirm nor deny that I 


am in this class. I voted strictly dry 


the session just past for one prin- 
nl reason, in respect to a state 


which enacted a bone-dry law before 
the passage of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


"I favor turning the question back

Jesns Rebukes Self-Seeking 


Text: Mark 9:33-42. 


The International Uniform Sunday

A quarrel had arise among the dis- 


ciples. It was not very creditable to 
Christian disciples that they should 
have been quarreling, onr it is appal- 
ling, to reailizc how much of religious 
history has been taken up with quar- 
rels, controversies, and conflicts, often 
carried out in the bittcrsl and some- 
times even in the most vengeful spirit. 
Nor was there credit to the disciples 
in the things about which they were 
, quarreling. 
! It was not a high-minded strife 
about truth and its ..interpretation, or 
about matters of policy in the procla- 
mation and prosecution of the new re- 
ligion. Although these men had been 
given u great commission, and had 
been sent forth to proclaim the new 
message of salvation and the gooc 
news concerning Jesus who had come 
to' them, tliey were returning from 
their tour of 
preaching 
quarreling 


upon the low, groveling, human ques- 
tion :is to which of-them was the 
greatest. 


It .was to the credit of the disciples 


that when Jesus asked them wha 
they had been talking about by thi 
way they held their peace. After all 
there is that in man that rebukes him 
even when he does the .things to 
which his nature so easily Impels him 
They were ashamed of the thingabou 
which they had been quarreling, whei 
they were 
challenged by a Maste 


whose life was lived in a differen 
spirit and upon a different plane. 


Manifestly Jesus had to give them 


a lesson in humility; a lesson whict: 
would emphasize the supreme thing! 
lot he had come to teach them. Sol 
esus took a little child, nnd setting^ 
his child in the midst of them he re-.l 
ninded them that it was in their "tllf 
ude toward such little children, in| 
he unselfishness, love an dscrvico| 
hat they could .put into their llvt%| 
hat they attained real greatness an<l|

So, Jesus continued, the real test 


our love for him and of our salvatid 
is not, found in any formal relation 
ship, but in the response of our liv^ 
to his teaching and to his examplj 
The giving of a cup of cold water 
someone in need in the name of Jes 
is much more'than outward profe 
srion.

Text: Mark 9:33-42.

A quarrel had arise among the dis- 


ciples. It was not very creditable to 
Christian disciples that they should 
have been quarreling, onr it is appal- 
ling, to reailizc how much of religious 
history has been taken up with quar- 
rels, controversies, and conflicts, often 
carried out in the bittcrsl and some- 
times even in the most vengeful spirit. 
Nor was there credit to the disciples 
in the things about which they were 
, quarreling. 
! It was not a high-minded strife 
about truth and its ..interpretation, or 
about matters of policy in the procla- 
mation and prosecution of the new re- 
ligion. Although these men had been 
given u great commission, and had 
been sent forth to proclaim the new 
message of salvation and the gooc 
news concerning Jesus who had come 
to' them, tliey were returning from 
their tour of 
preaching 
quarreling 


upon the low, groveling, human ques- 
tion :is to which of-them was the 
greatest. 


It .was to the credit of the disciples 


that when Jesus asked them wha 
they had been talking about by thi 
way they held their peace. After all 
there is that in man that rebukes him 
even when he does the .things to 
which his nature so easily Impels him 
They were ashamed of the thingabou 
which they had been quarreling, whei 
they 
were 
challenged by a Maste 


whose life was lived in a differen 
spirit and upon a different plane. 


Manifestly Jesus had to give them 


a lesson in humility; a lesson whict: 
would emphasize the supreme thing! 
lot he had come to teach them. Sol 
esus took a little child, nnd setting^ 
his child in the midst of them he re-.l 
ninded them that it was in their "tllf 
ude toward such little children, in| 
he unselfishness, love an dscrvico| 
hat they could .put into their llvt%| 
hat they attained real greatness an<l|
